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Heat waves in 2006 left 1 ,259 dead 



The five heat waves recorded between May 
and September last year directly resulted in 
the deaths of 1 ,259 in Portugal, the National 
Health Department said (DGS). 


The DGS says the majority of 
the fatalities were people aged 7 5 
and over in what turned out to be 
the fifth hottest summer on 
record in Portugal. 

The hottest summer ever was 
2005. 

It was also found that there was 
an increase of 12.5 percent in peo- 
ple seeking the help of hospitals 
during last year’ s heat waves. 

While the five heat waves ex- 
perienced last year are not un- 


common, meteorologists say 
their frequency is definitely on 
the rise. 

The Weather Bureau (IM) 
classes aheat wave as being when 
temperatures are five degrees 
above the average for a period of 
six consecutive days. 

Heat waves can therefore lit- 
erally be recorded in winter, 
though they are more prominent 
in Portugal during the months of 
June and August. 
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A number of extraordinary 
weather patterns were also re- 
corded in 2006, such as the 11- 
day heat wave in July ( Alentej o) 
that was deemed the longest of its 
kind since the beginning of W orld 
Warn. 

Another exceptional occur- 
rence was reported in July when 
first average temperatures fell to 
lows not seen for decades along 
with unseasonal heavy rainfall 
and localised flooding, followed 
by thermometers shooting upto 
levels that have made August 
2006 one of the hottest 15 
months on record. 

Figures released at the end of 
March by the US government 
meanwhile showed that this past 
winter was the hottest in the 
northern hemisphere since 
records were first taken in 1880. 

According to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Asso- 
ciation (NOAA) combined tem- 
peratures in the northern hemi- 


sphere between December and 
February were 0.72 degrees Cel- 
sius warmer than the average for 
the past 127 years. 

The record temperatures, 
NOAA added, were also assisted 
by the seasonal phenomenon 
known as El Nino, which has been 
given part of the blame for help- 
ing make January the warmest on 
record. 

In a related story, research 
published recently shows that 
climate change is also leading to 
an increase in the temperature of 
the Atlantic Ocean around the 
Portuguese coastline. 

University researchers found 
that sea temperatures along Por- 
tugal’ s coastline are approaching 
the mid-20s, a situation which 
could have potentially cata- 
strophic repercussions on marine 
life and that serves as evidence 
that the climate in south western 
Europe is changing at a rapid rate.

Portugal already under 
threat from global warming 

A long-awaited report published iast 
week detaiis the effects that ciimate 

change is having on Portugal’s citizens 

and its environment. 


“In Portugal, climate change 
is projected to worsen condi- 
tions surrounding higher tem- 
peratures and droughts in a re- 
gion already vulnerable to cli- 
mate vulnerability, and to re- 
duce water availability, which 
in turn will have an adverse ef- 
fect on summer tourism, and in 
general crop availability,” are- 
port by the United Nations 
Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change (IPCC) stated. 

Speaking at a Madrid press 
conference Tuesday , convened 
to make j ournalists fully aware 
of the consequences of global 
warming, Portugal’s repre- 
sentative on the IPCC panel. 
Dr. Miguel Araujo, said that in 
the Iberian Peninsula there 
would be an increase in health 
risks due to heat waves and the 
frequency of forest fires. 

He pointed out that global 
warming is bringing “reduced 
human mortality rates from de- 
creased cold exposure but in- 
creased risk of health-related 
mortality, especially for the 
elderly, chronically sick, very 
young and socially isolated”. 

Dr. Araujo warned that both 
Portugal and Spain could expect 
a significant rise in the number 
of deaths, injuries, infectious 
respiratory and skin diseases 
and post-traumatic stress dis- 
orders brought about by climate 
change. He explained that there 
would also be a similar increase 
in mortality rates through 
“drowning in floods and migra- 
tion-related health effects”. 

Prom a world perspective, 
the IPCC report said: “Obser- 
vational evidence from aU coun- 
tries and most oceans shows 
that many natural systems are 
being affected by regional cli- 


mate changes, particularly tem- 
perature increases - enlarge- 
ment and increased numbers of 
glacial lakes - increasing ground 
instability in forest regions, and 
rock avalanches in mountain 
regions and changes in Arctic 
and Antarctic ecosystems”. 

In the Sahararegion of Africa, 
the length of the crop-growing 
season is being reduced leading 
to even more food shortages, ac- 
cording to Dr. Araujo. 

The report says that the 
Northern Hemisphere is “expe- 
riencing earlier spring planting 
of crops and earlier disturbance 
from forest fires”. 

“Nearly all European regions 
are anticipated to be negatively 
affected by some future im- 
pacts of climate change and 
these will pose challenges to 
many economic sectors. Nega- 
tive impacts will include in- 
creased risk of inland flash 
floods, and more frequent 
coastal flooding and increased 
land erosion due to rising sea lev- 
els,” according to the report. 

Dr. Araujo told the Madrid 
press conference that since 
1 970 an increase in greenhouse 
gas emissions has had a signifi- 
cant effect on changes in many 
“biological systems”. 

He said that the 100 scientists 
who contributed to the IPCC 
report were confident that in- 
dustrial and domestic pollut- 
ants were primarily responsible 
for global warming and that the 
United Nations has a leading 
role to play in persuading the 
world’ s top economies to bring 
the situation under control. Eail- 
ure to do so, he said, would un- 
doubtedly lead to dire conse- 
quences for the human race and 
the world’ s environment. 


of Leicester Earth Observation 
Science Group reveals that parts 
of the Atlantic lapping on to Por- 
tugal’ s sheltered shorelines are 
hotting up by 0.07 degrees centi- 
grade every ten years. 

The researchers said that the 
rise in temperature may not ap- 


pear significant, but it does have 
enormous implications as regards 
to climate conditions and indi- 
cates that climate change is for 
real. 

In some of Portugal’ s coastal 
resorts, sea temperatures are 
now edging up to 24 degrees. 


Portugal 
declares war on 
forest fires 

Almost 1 ,500 more men will be deployed this year to 
combat forest fires in the country, the Ministry of 
Internai Affairs announced this week. 

Not resting on the successes 
of 2006, when Portugal mark- 
edly slashed the number of for- 
est fires and total area burnt, the 
country’s fire-fighters will be 
boosted to a total of nine thou- 
sand men. 

In addition, the number of 
GNR officers assisting in fire- 
fighting will be considerably in- 
creased, while there will also be 
greater input in training offered 
to fire-fighters and forestry of- 
ficials. 

In 2006, a total of 75 ,000 hec- 
tares were affected by fires, 
which is down from the 
325,000 burnt the previous 
year. 

Portugal ’ s forests are vital to 
the nation’ s economy, not only 
as it represents three percent of 
its Gross Domestic Product, 

(only Einland and Sweden have 
higher rates in the EU), it em- 
ploys two percent of Portu- 
gal’s active population and 
represents ten percent of all ex- 
ports. 

In the meantime, the govern- 
ment has made the combat of 
forest fires one of its main an- 
nual priorities, and has gained 
increased prominence with re- 
petitive warnings such as when 
Portugal was singled out in the 
Stern Report as being one of the 
European countries that will 
suffer most from global warm- 
ing. 

“The Mediterranean, and es- 
pecially Portugal, will see an in- 
crease in water shortages, heat 



waves and forest fires”, the 
Stern report said last summer. 

The EU has also taken a 
greater interest in keeping the 
area of forests destroyed in 
Portugal to a minimum. 

Brussels recently announced 
an initiative aimed at protecting 
Europe’s forests amid con- 
cerns of the return of devastat- 
ing fires of 2005 that wiped an 
area the size of Belgium off the 
European map. During that 
year, Portugal experienced its 
worst forest fires in living 
memory, many of which were 
started deliberately. 

The European Commis- 
sion’s Eorest Action Plan is 
geared to “support and enhance 
sustainable forest management 
whereby damage by fire will be 
kept to a minimum and those 
responsible for deliberately, or 
by bad-practice, starting fires 
will be prosecuted”. 

Greenpeace has also recently 
stated devastating forest fires in 
Portugal since the turn of the 
millennium have played a ma- 
j or role in the deteriorating state 
of Europe’s environment. 

The group has warned that a 
new EU initiative on protecting 
the environment is unlikely to 
help meet 2010 targets to halt 
the loss of life of Europe’ s ani- 
mal species unless an unprec- 
edented effort is made by EU 
member states to deliver meas- 
urable improvements in the 
way they anticipate and fight 
forest fires. 
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Almonds and nuts filled 
with cannabis seized in 
Operation ‘Easter Egg’ 


Three kilogrammes of cannabis, 
expertly placed in almonds, other 
nuts, toothpaste tubes and Coca- 
Cola cans have been seized by 
Barreiro police in a sting operation. 


After seizing the afore-men- 
tioned cannabis, police were 
tipped off that one of the detain- 
ees had large amounts in his stom- 
ach, which was surgically removed 


at the Montijo Hospital. 

In the operation, code-named 
Easter Egg, five people were ar- 
rested, including two women and a 
Spanish national. 


Pregnant woman killed by hit-and- 
run driver, baby saved 

A pregnant woman who was days away from giving birth has been killed by a hit-and- 
run driver in Almancil, Louie on Wednesday afternoon, but the baby was saved after an 
emergency caesarean was performed at the Faro District Hospital. 


According to the INEM 
emergency department, the 
37-year old woman was run 
over at Esteval, at the Algarve 
Stadium. The driver sped away 
from the scene and eyewit- 
nesses failed to gather a licence 
plate number. 


Upon the arrival of 
paramedics, the woman was in a 
state of cardiac arrest. Despite 
her extensive injuries and zero 
percent chance of survival, emer- 
gency workers persisted with 
revival procedures in order to 
maintain circulation and oxygen 


levels as they fought to ensure 
the unborn baby ’ s survival. 

The baby, a boy, was born 
without a heart rate, but doctors 
managed to revive him. 

He was reported to be in a sta- 
ble condition at the time of go- 
ing to press.

One year after it was launched for the general public, the .eu 
domain name has exceeded all expectations, with more than 2.6 
million addresses registered. 


Portuguese President Cavaco Silva will preside over the inauguration 
of a major exhibition in the United States later this year featuring 
articles related to the establishment of Portugal’s world trading 
network, officials were reported as saying by the Lusa News Agency. 


A spokesman at Portugal’s 
Washington embassy told Lusa 
that Cavaco Silva will travel to the 
US capital to unveil the “Encom- 
passing the Globe: Portugal and 
the World in the 16th and 17th 
Centuries” exhibition, running 
from June 20 to September 16 at 


the S acker Gallery and adj oining 
National Museum of African Art 
- both part of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

The event, whose US$ 5 mil- 
lion costs are beingpartiallyfunded 
by Lisbon, will feature around 300 
objects currently scattered in 


museums worldwide that were 
produced in the commercial em- 
pire built by Portugal during its era 
of maritime discoveries. 

Cavaco SUva will also meetlead- 
ers of Portugal’ s large expatriate 
community in the United States, 
added the embassy spokesman. 


Businesses, public bodies 
and individuals alike have been 
quick to grab the chance to use 
.eu in their web site address, 
and thus benefit from protec- 
tion under EU laws. 

Since April 2006, the .eu 
name has been offering a com- 
mon internet identity for po- 
tentially over 450 million peo- 
ple across the bloc, strengthen- 
ing the EU brand and helping 
European companies. 


Smaller businesses and private 
individuals, especially, have been 
able to heighten their web pres- 
ence, enhance their image and ex- 
tend their reach into foreign mar- 
kets. 

According to one survey, al- 
most one fifth of European surf- 
ers now have their own domain 
name. Denmark and Germany 
top the list, with 29 percent of 
their population registering do- 
main names. 


German internet users have 
the largest slice of the .eu cake, 
with over 795,000 addresses 
registered. The next most avid 
subscribers are UK citizens 
with just over 439,000 domains 
followed by the Dutch with 
slightly more than 320,000. 

The .eu domain was launched 
in the wake of the 2000 Lisbon 
summit decision to give Euro- 
peans an identity on the web 
under reliable EU rules. 


Taxman’s shame 
list grows 



The site listing taxpayers who owe 
25,000 euros or more to the Treasury 
has grown by 31 percent in the space of 
only two weeks, latest figures show. 
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The addition of 768 new tax- 
payers with debts to the state is 
apparently due to the greater ef- 
forts from tax inspectors to re- 
cover outstanding cash. 

In relation to last December the 
list naming and shaming tax debt- 
ors has expanded by 1 24 percent 
to a new total of 2003, while the 
number of companies (owing 
50,000 euros) has risen by 136 
percent in relation to last avail- 
able figures published shortly 
before Christmas. 

The Einance Ministry had said 
at the end of 2006 that its policy 
of naming and shaming its debt- 
ors on the Internet has had such 
positive effects in recovering 


outstanding payments, that it is 
preparing to expand its list quite 
considerably in 2007. 

The Treasury says the move 
to expand on its listing is sup- 
ported by the fact several thou- 
sand taxpayers have come for- 
ward in recent months with pay- 
ments after being notified that 
they would named on its website 
(www.e-financas.gov.pt) adding 
that it believes it has recovered 
close to 50 million euros from 
taxpayers who opted to pay af- 
ter being publicly ostracised by 
the state. 

In total, the Treasury says it 
is still owed 17 billion euros in 
outstanding taxes.

President Thabo Mbeki of 
South Africa has been tapped by 
regional leaders to facilitate dia- 
logue between Mugabe and Zim- 
babwe’ s opposition leaders. 

Harare’ s recent severe crack- 
down on the opposition and con- 
tinued European sanctions 
against the regime over its human 
rights record could pose a threat 
to the holding of the Lisbon sum- 
mit, observers said. TPN/Lusa 


Barroso 
commits to a 
common EU 
energy policy 

Speaking last week in Lithuania, 
European Commission chief Durao 
Barroso said he was committed to the 
creation of a common energy poiicy 
across aii 27 European Union member 
states. 

Addressing members of the 
Lithuanian Parliament, Barroso 
said that in light of the precarious 
situation surrounding oil and gas 
supplies to Europe it was im- 
perative that the EU-bloc acted 
as one in negotiating power deals 
with Russia and other oil and gas 
suppliers. 

He confirmed that a common 
energy policy is high on the EU’ s 
list of priorities, saying: “Three 
years ago, we didn’t talk about 
energy policy and today it is a 
priority for the entire European 
Union”. 

The former Portuguese prime 
minister stressed that “there is a 
consensus for the need to develop 
a European energy policy”. 

He applauded Lithuania and 
its Baltic neighbours Estonia and 
Latvia for launching several 
projects in an attempt to reduce 
their dependence on Russia and 
build energy ties with fellow EU 
member states. 

The three states and Poland 
are in the early stages of building 
a nuclear power station in east- 
ern Lithuania. Estonia late last 
year inaugurated an undersea 
electricity cable linking it with 
Einland, and Poland and Lithua- 


nia have signed a deal to link their 
power grids. 

The Baltic states are still linked 
to the Russian electricity grid, as 
they were during Soviet rule, and 
are also heavily reliant on Russia 
for supplies of natural gas and oil. 

“The Commission has been 
following developments in the 
energy field in Lithuania,” 
Barroso said. He cited incidents 
that have disrupted energy sup- 
plies in Lithuania, such as “the 
interruption of oil supplies to the 
country” and raised concern over 
the disputes surrounding the 
German-Russian Baltic Sea oil 
pipeline deal. 

Last year, Russia cut off the 
flow of crude oil through the 
Druzhba - 1 pipeline, which 
feeds Russian oil to Lithuania’ s 
Mazeikiu oil refinery. 

“I can assure you,” Barroso 
told Lithuanian MPs, “that the 
Commission is continuing to 
press for engagement from Rus- 
sia in a positive, long-term rela- 
tionship, particularly for en- 
ergy”. 

EU and Russian leaders are 
scheduled to hold a summit on 
May 1 8* to discuss the issue fur- 
ther. 



President approves 
abortion law, 
despite reservations 

President Cavaco Silva signed a new law on Tuesday 
permitting Portuguese women to opt for abortion 
through the tenth week of pregnancy, while 
recommending parliament pass further measures to 
assure the decision be a finai resort. 


The bill, proposed by the So- 
cialist government, was passed 
by parliament last month, bring- 
ing predominantly Roman 
Catholic Portugal into line with 
most of its European Union part- 
ners. 

Lawmakers acted after a ref- 
erendum last Eebruary indi- 
cated a majority of Portuguese 
supported change of the coun- 
try’ s restrictive abortion law, 
despite strong opposition from 
the Catholic Church. 

Turnout for the referendum 
was insufficient to make the re- 
sults binding. 


In ratifying the new law, 
Cavaco Silva urged parliament 
to take steps to assure that 
women be informed of adoption 
options and the health risks as- 
sociated with undergoing abor- 
tions. 

The president also suggested 
legislation making pre-abortion 
counselling mandatory and al- 
lowing a child’ s father to attend 
the sessions. 

Women’ s rights activists say 
that as many as 10,000 women 
are hospitalised yearly in Por- 
tugal from botched, illegal abor- 
tions.

Prison. Not somewhere where most of us will ever have to, or would want to 
go. Unless to visit someone else. Someone sentenced to spending time in a 
place where time itself grinds to a standstill, the days merge into weeks and 
routine takes a robotic hold on what for the rest of us, on the outside, is daily 
life. But the notion that a prison sentence is merely punishment for those who 
have done wrong is farfrom the truth. It is, in fact, an opportunity, atleastfor 
those held at Faro prison 


Opposite the municipal thea- 
tre in Faro is Faro prison, which 
has been visited regularly the past 
few weeks by The Portugal 
News. 

It is ‘home’ to 143 inmates, all 
men, 70 per cent of whom are in 
preventative custody, the remain- 
ing 30per cent serving ‘hard’ time. 

Surprisingly, 40 
percent of all Faro 
inmates are foreign. 

Fifteen nationali- 
ties including Eng- 
lish, Scottish, 

French, Brazilian, 

Western European, African, and 
Chinese, as well as Portuguese, 
make up the institution’ s resident 
population. But arguably the most 
surprising feature of this prison is 
that its director is a woman. 

Most of the convicts inEaro are 
serving lesser sentences of any- 
thing up to five years, for crimes 
hke dmg trafficking in small quan- 
tities or theft. 

But most of those condemned 
to terms inside this establishment 
can (and indeed do) consider them- 
selves fortunate. 

Divided into four departments 
- security, clinical, administra- 
tion, and education - each depart- 
ment has qualified, experienced 
professionals in charge to ensure 
everything runs like clockwork 
and provide the best possible 
chances of education and social re- 
acceptance for those held inside. 

Dr® Paula Quadros is the prison 
director. She is a petite, well-pre- 
sented lady who has made it a per- 
sonal mission to break down the 
boundaries and misconceptions 
surrounding offenders, to offer 
them the best possible chances of 
becoming respectable and contrib- 
uting citizens to the society they 
will be reunited with once free. 

Her philosophy is unique, and 
she defends that prisons should 
not be looked upon as “mere con- 
tainers” for society’s offenders. 

“Prom the moment individuals 
arrive they have to be prepared for 
their release” she explains, “We 
can give them that preparation, 
but they have to want to be the 
authors of their change”. 

T o achieve this, in the year and 
a half that the establishment has 
been under her supervision, she 
has introduced a diverse range of 
activities to motivate the prison- 
ers and promote the learning of 
new skills, at the same time en- 
couraging drug detoxing and hy- 
giene. 

Y oga, handicrafts, carpet weav- 
ing, music lessons, poetry compe- 
titions, an internal newspaper and 
painting classes are but a few of 
the activities that have been intro- 


duced. V oraciously accepted, for 
many of the inmates these activi- 
ties have become a means of men- 
tal escape from their confines: 
something to look forward to 
whilst reflecting on their pasts, 
motivation to endure yet another 
day of their terms. 

Dr. Julio Melo is one of three 


According to two of the resident psychologists, it is 
also important in the sense that it gives the men an 
opportunity to regain lost values, as well as proving 
to the outside world that they have positive qualities. 


educational technicians. After 
spending five years as a prison 
guard he sat exams to become an 
institutional educational advisor, 
something that gives him great 
satisfaction. This department of- 
fers convicts the chance to acquire 
educational qualifications whilst 
in prison, creating tools for the 
men to re-build their futures on 
the outside. Courses including ta- 
ble serving and bartending, as well 
as conventional schooling, can be 
attended. 

“Seeing an offender come in 
with no education whatsoever and 
leave with the ability to read and 
write makes it all worth while” he 
says. 

Whilst most subjects have 
qualified teachers, others, such as 
the painting classes, rely on the 
inmates’ own interaction and shar- 
ing of skills. 

Language barriers disappear 
and positive behaviour is ex- 
tracted through interaction, teach- 
ing and sharing. And the results are 
very surprising. 

The prison now boasts its own 
four-memberband. Band’ Alheira, 
of which two members had no 
previous experience whatsoever 
and were taught by fellow in- 
mates, as well as picking up tech- 
nique by sight and by ear. Playing 
impressive renditions of Rock and 
Roll favourites, the band per- 
formed for civil officials with 
primitive equipment at a Christ- 
mas party in 2005. The officials 
were so impressed that new instru- 
ments were donated from the civil 
governor, and are now put to very 
good use. 

One of Band’ Alheria’ s found- 
ers, Portuguese inmate Antonio 
Godinho, takes incredible pride in 
the accomplishments with his 
quartet. 

“It helps to escape from the 
daily grind,” he says in perfect 
English as he leafs through an im- 
maculately hand- written book of 
lyrics. 

“It makes you feel alive”. 

His dream is to one day be able 
to play for outsiders. He is also 


proud that upon his release a 
legacy will likely be left for future 
convicts to nurture and work to- 
wards. 

Band member Aleric Scott, an 
Enghshman who has been in Earo 
prison for a matter of months, has 
adopted a very positive outlook 
towards his situation. 

“While I was 

on the outside I 
always wanted 
to learn to play 
an instrument 
because I have 
always been in- 
terested in music”, he explained. 
“Unfortunately life didn’t allow 
me the time or circumstances to do 
so. Now I can. I will put my time 
hereto good use”. 

“We’re all here for a reason so 
we should be learning”, he re- 
flects. 

Earo inmates also put on play 
for visitors, participate in inter- 
prison competi- 
tions, and a selec- 
tion of works of 
art will soon be 
put on display in 
their very first 
outside exhibi- 
tion, held in the ‘Armasen’ gallery 
in Lagos, throughout the month of 
April. 

This upcoming exhibition is a 
dream come true for the eight men 
who participate in the daily art 
sessions. Prisoner Erank Walling 
takes pride on sharing his artistic 
talents with his fellow inmates, 
most of whom have never painted 
or drawn before. 

According to two of the resi- 
dent psychologists, it is also im- 
portant in the sense that it gives 
the men an opportunity to regain 
lost values, as well as proving to 
the outside world that they have 
positive qualities. 

Contradicting the general per- 
ception of ‘ criminals ’ , the expres- 
sive freedom found through art 
creates a window to reveal a more 
sensitive side, something trans- 
lated through the time and effort 
that is taken to complete the paint- 
ings. 

Another impressive case is that 
of prisoner Joao Almeida, whose 
time in Earo has given him direc- 



tion and determination to succeed 
in society after his release. 

Joao has fallen in love with tra- 
ditional ‘Arraiolos’ carpet weav- 
ing. He spends up to five hours a 
day dedicatedly weaving a carpet 
he is making for his mother to 
thank her for unfailing love and 
support. 


Faro prison is ‘home’ to 1 43 inmates, all men, 70 per 
cent of whom are in preventative imprisonment, the 
remaining 30 per cent serving time. Surprisingly, 40 
per cent of all Faro inmates are foreign. 


After his release Joao, who suf- 
fers a 70 per cent handicap in one 
of his hands which significantly 
improved following his venture 
into carpet weaving, hopes to get 
a grant to start a small business 
selling the traditional ‘Arraiolos’ 
wools and threads, as well as mak- 
ing and restoring the carpets. 
‘Arraiolos’ carpet making is a 
dwindling Portuguese tradition 
and one that Joao aims to prolong. 

Someone else who has seen the 
improvements in both the prison- 
ers and their routines over the past 
1 8 months is head of security Chef 
Manuel Louren^o, who has been 
with the prison for over 32 years. 

“Some of the men who end up 
here arrive through unfortunate 
circumstances,” he says, “once 
imprisoned they realise that it is 
not a life to aspire to and when 
they leave they do change. It’s 
great to see someone ten or twenty 
years down the line, who did time 
in prison when they were younger 
and really made something of their 
lives”. 


Life inside starts at 07h30, 
when the inmates are released 
from their cells, and finishes at 
2 1 hOO when silence is obligatory 
and cells are locked down. 

During this period the prison- 
ers have time from 09h30 - 1 3h00 
and 14h30 - 17h00 to go about 
their various activities. 

The main aim, 
however, is to try 
to give back to the 
men some of their 
independence and 
self-worth so they 
have every possi- 
ble chance of succeeding after re- 
lease. 

According to Dr® Quadros, 
there are various ways that out- 
siders can help and she would like 
to appeal for others to take this 
into consideration. 

Here is how you could help. 

As a business, your small tasks 
(i.e. folding flyers, putting letters 
in envelopes, folding textiles, etc.) 
can be undertaken by prisoners for 
a small fee. The revenue from 
these jobs will revert towards 
materials for workshops and 
items of personal hygiene. 


Offer work experience to pris- 
oners completing their sentences. 
Gardening, construction works, 
assistance on golf courses, etc, are 
all positions that would be gladly 
filled. A trial period can be re- 
quested. 

Organise exhibitions or show- 
case inmate’s work. 

Donate materials (paint- 
brushes, paper, paints, oils, pen- 
cils, etc .). A hst of necessary items 
can be issued on request. 

After spending a morning at 
Earo Prison the question was 
posed if at anytime I felt threat- 
ened or intimidated. My answer 
was decisively “No”. Curiously, 
I felt privileged to have witnessed 
determined individuals, both 
criminals and non-criminals, mak- 
ing a genuine effort to positively 
re-invest in a society that may 
once have been seen as an enemy.

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Under fire US Speaker defends 
Syria visit in Lisbon

Speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives Nancy Pelosi 
has defended her ‘unilateral’ de- 
cision to tour the Middle East at 
a press conference in Lisbon last 
week. 

In her second visit to the Por- 
tuguese capital since being elected 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Nancy Pelosi said she 
had no regrets in her ‘building 


bridges’ tour of the Middle East 
which included talks with the un- 
der fire Syrian President. 

The Bush administration has 
been critical of the tour, saying 
Nancy Pelosi’ s efforts under- 
mined US foreign policy, which, 
in terms of Syria, is to isolate a 
country the White House says is 
a backer of the Iraqi insurgency 
and also a supporter of terrorism. 


But Nancy Pelosi was 
unfazed by criticism when ad- 
dressing the press in Lisbon, be- 
lieving she has forced an opening 
towards peace in the troubled 
Middle East. 

“We all believe in dialogue”, 
she said of the Arab states she 
visited, which included Lebanon, 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan. Pelosi 
added she was convinced Syria 


would be cooperative with inves- 
tigators looking into the assassi- 
nation of former Lebanese presi- 
dent Rafik Hariri and that Damas- 
cus would cease supplying 
weapons to Hezbollah militia. 

Nancy Pelosi was speaking 
after meeting with her Portuguese 
counterpart, Jaime Gama. 


Portugal told 
to donate more 
in world aid 

Brussels chided Portugal Monday for its 
iow ievei of aid contribution iast year to 
underdeveioped countries and caiied on 
Lisbon to hand over more during the 
remaining part of this year. 



Together, the old 15 European 
Union member states remained 
the world’ s biggest aid donor last 
year but Portugal, Greece and 
Italy fell well short of their goals, 
according to data published by 
the European Commission. 

In total, the 15 EU-member 
states donated the equivalent of 
0.42 per cent of their combined 
gross domestic product (GDP) - 
or 48 billion euros in develop- 
ment aid, a EU spokesman told 
journalists in Brussels. 

The bloc’s objective for 2006 
was to contribute 0.39 per cent 
of its GDP, but more than gener- 
ous aid packages from Sweden, 
Luxembourg and the Netherlands 
pushed the amount above this 
target figure. 

The 2006 performance far out- 
stripped the 36 billion euros 
handed by the 15 EU members in 
2005, of which the Democratic 
Republic of Congo received the 
largest amount. 

The spokesman said that dur- 
ing 2006 the EU had provided 57 


per cent of the world’s aid. By 
comparison, Japan donated 0.25 
per cent of its GDP last year 
while the United States gave 0.17 
per cent. 

The 15 oldest EU member 
countries had set themselves in- 
dividual targets of 0 . 3 3 per cent, 
but Portugal finished third from 
bottom of the overseas aid table 
managing to contribute just over 
0.21 per cent of its 2006 GDP 
output. 

However, Portugal fared a lit- 
tle better than Italy’s 0.20 per 
cent contribution and Greece’s 
0.16 per cent. 

Highest-ranked among the 
group of 15 was Sweden with 
1.03 per cent, Luxembourg on 
0 . 8 9 per cent and the Netherlands 
with 0.81 per cent. 

The EU spokesman said that 
the 48 billion-aid package for 
2006 included one-off debt can- 
cellations by the EU for Iraq and 
Nigeria, which accounted for 
around one quarter of the total 
figure. 
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Cheap Argentine cosmetic 
surgery attracting 
Portugal’s women 

Argentina is offering first-class plastic surgery 75 per cent cheaper than European or 
United States prices, a deal that is attracting more and more Portuguese women to the 
South American nation, according to a survey carried out by the Associated Free Press 
(AFP) agency. 


But Portuguese women are not 
alone in making the most of these 
bargain prices, their Spanish, 
Erench and Italian counterparts 
are also clambering onboard the 
face lift bandwagon and saving 
themselves thousands of euros. 

The attraction of first class 
cosmetic surgery at such a low 
cost has led one of Argentina’s 
top tour operators, Tangol, to 
muscle in on the act offering Eu- 
ropeans an all-inclusive two week 
holiday package featuring tango 
classes, leisure trips, silicone in- 
jections and face lifts. 

Argentina has some of the 
world’s most experienced plas- 
tic surgeons, working at what are, 
globally speaking, deep dis- 
counts. 

“Eor my vacation, I wanted to 
have a good time, and have my 
breasts redone, and in Buenos 
Aires I did both for not a lot of 
money,” Adriana, a 28-year-old 
Italian woman told the AFP news 


agency survey. 

Since Argentina’s 2001 eco- 
nomic meltdown, the exchange 
rate has gone from one peso to 1 .5 
euros to nearly four pesos for one 
euro, making both surgery and 
travel expenses for Europeans 
travelling to the country the 
cheapest in living memory. 

The AEP survey reckons that 
a breast implant procedure costs 
on average 1 ,800 euros in Buenos 
Aires compared to more than tri- 
ple the price in London, Paris, 
Madrid or Los Angeles. 

“But the quality is the same,” 
insists surgeon Guillermo 
Blugerman, who leads a team of 
20 cosmetic surgery specialists 
at the Buenos Aires-based B & S 
clinic. 

Virginia, a 22-year-old Span- 
iard, told AEP that she had trav- 
elled to Argentina on a friend’s 
recommendation and said she was 
motivated by the price as well as 
the professionalism of health care 


staff. Now, she said, she couldn’t 
be happier with her new shape. 
Estimates put the number of for- 
eign women tourists undergoing 
cosmetic surgery whilst on holi- 
day in Buenos Aires during 2006 
at nearly 4,000 - around 150 of 
whom were from Portugal. 

Argentine surgeons claim they 
are actually ahead of their Euro- 
pean counterparts on some pro- 
cedures. 

Laser liposuction, which was 
developed in Italy, has come on 
leaps and bounds in Argentina, 
according to Blugerman. “We 
have improved it to make it one 
of our specialities,” he said. 

And it is not only foreigners 
who are making the most of Ar- 
gentina’ s cosmetic surgery 
boom. 

Today, in a country of nearly 
36 million people, 60 per cent of 
all cosmetic surgery procedures 
are carried out on Argentine citi- 
zens. 
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Ex-Portugal colony stages

Polling stations closed Monday 
after voting in East T imor to elect 
a new president and United Na- 
tions officials said the balloting, 
carried out under the watchful 
eyes of UN police and interna- 
tional peacekeepers, was orderly 
and peaceful with no repeats of 
sporadic violence between sup- 
porters of rival candidates that 
marred campaigning. 

UN spokesperson Allison 
Cooper briefed reporters on the 
“good news in relation to secu- 
rity”, with only two incidents re- 
corded in Dili during the nine hours 
of voting. It was not immediately 
clear whether these outbreaks of 
violence, resulting in no arrests or 
maj or inj uries , were related to the 
elections, added Cooper. 

The UN is helping to supervise 
the presidential elections, being 
monitored by about 200 interna- 
tional observers, after last year’ s 
slide into violentdisorderinTimor. 

Further confirmation that 
Timor’s first presidential polls 
since independence from Indone- 
sia in 2002 had passed smoothly 
and peacefully came from the 
National Elections Commission 
(CNE), which described the situ- 
ation nationwide as “calm” after 
polling booths shut. 

Turnout amongst over half a 
milli on voters eligible to vote in the 
elections was strong, added the 
CNE, although a dozen electoral 
precincts ran out of ballot papers 
and extra voting slips had to be 
rushed by electoral officials to the 
areas in question, using UN heli- 


copters in some cases. 

Timor’s predominantly Ro- 
man Catholic voters had cast their 
ballots after an Easter Sunday of 
political ‘reflection’ and prayers 
for peace in the hope that the land- 
mark elections could end deep di- 
visions after a year of instability 
in one of the world’ s poorest na- 
tions. 

Despite two weeks of largely 
peaceful campaigning by eight 
presidential candidates, nearly 
3 ,000 international peacekeepers 
and UN police were on standby 
during polling, alert to any sign of 
a repeat of the violence that dis- 
placed more than 150,000 people 
and toppled the government one 
year ago. 

Officials said provisional re- 
sults from the one-day election 
would be released by Friday, a 
delay some observers said could 
be due in part to simmering ten- 
sions in the wake of last year’ s tur- 
moil that plunged the country’s 
security forces and regional com- 
munities into faction fighting that 
left nearly 40 dead. 

A former Portuguese colony. 
East Timor broke from 24-years 
of Indonesian occupation in a UN- 
sponsored plebiscite in 1 999 that 
unleashed a wave of atrocities by 
pro- Jakarta militias, trained and 
armed by the Indonesian army. 

W ith a population of about one 
million, Asia’ s newest and poor- 
est nation recently began benefit- 
ing from oil and gas operations in 
the resource-rich Sea of Timor it 
shares with Australia. TPN/Lusa 


Extinct tropical diseases 
could return 

International medical specialists have warned that tropical diseases, such as malaria 
and dengue (otherwise known as Break-bone fever) and which have been eradicated 
from Southern Europe since the early 1 990’s, could return in the next 50-100 years due 
to the ever-rising temperatures. 


According to Fernando Nobre, 
founder and president of Interna- 
tional Medical Assistance organi- 
sation AMI, countries including 
Portugal, Spain, Greece and Italy 
could have to, once again, adapt 
to living with such illnesses. Glo- 
bal warming has been identified 
as the main cause for the dis- 
eases’ resurrection. 


During a lecture at Faro Hos- 
pital entitled “Sanitary Emer- 
gencies - investing in health for 
a safer future”. Dr. Nobre said 
that malaria would “certainly” 
re- surge through southern Eu- 
rope, and “possibly” even den- 
gue fever. 

He stressed the need to train 
doctors now to be prepared for 


the occurrence and know how to 
detect the signs. 

Other main causes for the dis- 
eases ’ return appear to be re- 
lated to the under-development 
of African countries, namely 
lack of water and sanitary and 
economical conditions, which 
force natives to emigrate to 
southern Europe. 
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EU SNIPPETS 

EU regulators ready to fine bathroom 
manufacturers millions of euros 

EU regulators took the first steps last week in legal action against 
a suspected cartel of bathroom fixtures and fittings makers, many 
of whose products are on sale in Portugal, as part of a crackdown 
on illegal combines. Formal charge sheets were sent to the unnamed 
companies in Austria, Belgium, France, Germany, Italy and the 
Netherlands, accusing them of “anti competitive behaviour” that 
is in breach of EU rules. The EU’s competition watchdog said 
that the action followed surprise inspections in November 2004 
of the alleged cartel, which makes ceramic sanitary ware, taps, 
fittings and shower enclosures. If regulators are not satisfied with 
the answers given by the companies concerned, they can slap fines 
of up to 10 per cent of their annual worldwide revenue. 

EU schools failing Roma chiidren 

The segregation of Roma children, who help make up Europe’ s 
largest ethnic minority, is increasing across the whole of the EU, 
experts told delegates to the international “Decade of Roma In- 
clusion” conference held in Budapest last week. “There has been 
little improvement in access to quality education and this comes 
principally from the increased segregation of communities,” 
Alexandre Mare, co-organiser of the conference said. A study by 
the Slovakian National Centre for Human Rights showed the num- 
bers of special needs schools for Roma children in the EU jumped 
from 1,700 in 1992 to 7,200 in 2004. The conference heard that 
the problem of segregation is not confined to Eastern Europe where 
some seven million of the EU’ s estimated 1 1 million gypsies live. 
“The practice of segregation is much the same in Western Europe. 
Labelling gypsies as special needs without basis, and segregation 
based on skin colour remain typical of education systems in nearly 
every EU country,” said Viktoria Mohacsi, a Hungarian Roma 
member of the European Parliament. 

EU accused of harbouring Rwanda genocide 
suspects 

Rwandan genocide survivors and rights groups condemned EU 
countries Monday for giving safe haven to suspects in the 1994 
massacres. Some 800,000 people, most of them Tutsis, were 
murdered within six weeks in Rwanda by members of the Hutu 
ethnic group. The genocide followed years of tension between 
the two groups and was sparked by the death of president Juvenal 
Haby arimana, a Hutu, in a plane crash. The International Federa- 
tion for Human Rights said that of the 93 suspects living abroad, 
37 were thought to be in European countries including Belgium, 
Denmark, Finland, France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands and 
non-EU member Norway. The non-governmental organisation 
urged the EU to fully investigate suspects on their territories, 
prosecute individuals where there is credible evidence and boost 
cooperation on detecting suspects. 

EU-US passenger data exchange - Brussels 
exhibiting double standards 

After nearly 18 months of discussions between EU andUS jus- 
tice and interior ministers regarding the exchange of passenger data 
in the fight against terrorism there still seems little sign of progress. 
In February, the German EU presidency claimed that an accord 
was imminent but later admitted that W ashington’ s demand for a 
list of 19 personal data records on EU travellers to the US had 
been blocked by Brussels. Observers are pointing out that the EU 
is exhibiting double standards over its reluctance to meet US de- 
mands as the amount of personal data required by Brussels on 
citizens living in the EU Schengen free travel zone is nearly as much 
as that being requested by Washington. The US is arguing that 
most of the September 1 1*, 2001 hijackers would have been de- 
nied entry to the country if passengers’ personal data records had 
been operational six years ago. 

Mediterranean diet could protect EU children 
from asthma 

A Mediterranean diet could help protect Europe ’ s children from 
asthma and other respiratory allergies, a joint UK, Greek and 
Spanish study suggests. The researchers assessed the diet of al- 
most 700 children living in rural areas of Crete, where such medi- 
cal conditions are rare. They found those children with a diet rich 
in fruit and vegetables were protected against asthma. The re- 
searchers set out to discover why children in some parts of the 
EU, such as the UK, get asthma while others, in countries like 
Crete, do not. The survey showed that 80 per cent of children in 
Crete eat fresh fruit regularly while in Britain the reverse is true. 
Head researcher Leanne Male said: “The results demonstrate that 
the Mediterranean diet with high levels of fresh fruit can have a 
beneficial effect on asthma symptoms in children”.

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PM holds talks with New Zealand counterpart 



Portuguese Prime Minister Jose 
Socrates held talks on Wednesday with 
his New Zealand counterpart, Helen 
Clark, on issues including Lisbon’s 
upcoming presidency of the European 
Union and strategies to boost existing 
meagre bilateral economic ties, 
officials said. 


Portugal and New Zealand are 
interested in “developing their 
commercial relations”, a Lisbon 
official told Lusa, as the 
Polynesian state only accounted 
for 0.03 percent of Portugal’s 
total exports in 2005, amounting 
to just under ten million euros. 

In return, Portugal’s imports 
from New Zealand in the same 
period, primarily cork, machin- 
ery and equipment, were worth 
nearly 19 million euros and 
around 85 percent of this was 
agricultural produce. 

In addition to two-way ex- 
changes, New Zealand’s pre- 


mier, who arrived in Lisbon from 
Egypt discussed her country’s 
relations with the EU with 
Socrates. 

Lisbon takes the helm of the 
27- state bloc from July 1 for a 
six-month stint. 

Bilateral cooperation in the 
areas of education and science and 
technology will also feature on 
the two leaders’ agenda, said Lis- 
bon officials, as well as political 
scenarios in East Timor, where 
Portugal and New Zealand sent 
peacekeepers last year to curb 
deadly turmoil in the new nation.

Azores rattled by series of 
earthquakes 


A medium- strength earth- 
quake shook three islands in the 
Portuguese Azores archipelago 
on Saturday, causing no injuries 
or damage, two days after a simi- 
lar harmless jolt, civil defence 
officials said. 

They said the quake, meas- 
uring V on the 12-point Modi- 
fied Marcalli Scale, was felt on 
the western islands of Santa 
Maria, Sao Miguel and Terceira. 


Like in last Thursday ’ s simi- 
lar magnitude quake, the epicen- 
tre was located in the Atlantic 
off the islet Eormigas, between 
Santa Maria and Sao Miguel, of- 
ficials said. 

Of volcanic origin, the nine- 
island archipelago, some 1,500 
kilometres west of the Portu- 
guese mainland, suffers fre- 
quent seismic activity. TPN/

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Air passengers in Portugal 
missing out on compensation 
forflightdelays 



Air passengers flying to and from Portugal who have had their flights 
cancelled or faced long delays are not being compensated by airlines 
as per European Union law, according to the European Commission. 


A spokesman for the Commis- 
sion told reporters in Brussels 
Monday that for most people air 
travel “is far from their everyday 
routine”. He said that when pas- 
sengers face flight delays or can- 
cellations, especially in a foreign 
country, they need assistance to 
minimise the inconvenience and 
help to rearrange their travel 
plans. In Portugal, the spokes- 
man pointed out, as well as other 
EU member states, this assist- 
ance is not always available. 

Under EU rules that came into 
effect in Eebruary 2005 , compen- 
sation can run from 250 to 600 
euros, depending on a flight’ s dis- 
tance, if passengers’ flights are 
cancelled or they are victims of 
over-booking. 

Eor delayed flights - more than 
two hours for short-haul flights, 
three hours for inter-EU country 
travel and more than four hours 
for long-haul flights -meals, lodg- 
ing and a means of communica- 


tion must be provided if required. 

A study published in Novem- 
ber by the European Consumer 
Centres Network showed that 
the airlines were badly imple- 
menting or bending the new EU 
rules. It highlighted certain 
clauses in the regulations that al- 
low carriers to invoke “excep- 
tional circumstances” such as 
political crises, strikes or bad 
weather, as a reason not to com- 
pensate passengers. 

But the Commission said 
Monday it would not tolerate the 
bending of the rules and gave air- 
lines six months in which to bet- 
ter respect EU laws on passen- 
gers ’ rights and threatened to step 
up legal action against them. 

“Over the next six months, the 
Commission will carry out 
checks in airports to ensure that 


airline companies are providing 
passengers with the information, 
assistance and compensation 
provided under the law,” a Com- 
mission spokeswoman said. 

She added that if “things do not 
improve the measures could be 
changed to guarantee that the 
rights of passengers are fully re- 
spected and the Commission re- 
serves the right to intensify in- 
fringement procedures” . 

The Commission has also ac- 
cused airlines of making passen- 
gers wait a long time before an- 
swering demands for compensa- 
tion. Since the introduction of the 
new law, Brussels has received 
over 4,000 complaints from pas- 
sengers still awaiting compensa- 
tion claims to be settled and na- 
tional authorities more than 
18,000.

Both Millennium bcp and 
Montepio Geral are looking 
to entice new customers by 
pledging to support all costs 
involved in moving their mort- 
gages. 

Montepio was the first to 
offer a cost-free loan transfer. 
Millennium recently joined 
the mortgage war by not only 
paying all transfer costs, but 
also offering a number of pro- 
motional offers. 

According to a study by 
consumer rights organisation 
Deco, savings of thousands 
of euros are possible by mov- 
ing a home loan to a rival 
bank. 

An example was that of a 
loan of 150,000 euros over 30 
years with a spread of 1.5 
percent versus one where the 
spread is 0.29 percent (the 
lowest on offer currently by 
any bank), found that over 
ten years, a customer could 
end up saving 1 3 ,228 euros in 
monthly repayments.

Bmssels to lift trade tariffs 
on former Portuguese 
colonies 



Under proposals presented by the European Commission iast week, aii 
existing quotas and tariffs on imports from former Portuguese coionies, 
with the exception of Brazii, wiii be iifted by year-end. 


At a Bmssels news conference, 
the Commission offered to scrap 
all quotas and tariffs on imports 
from African, Caribbean and Pa- 
cific nations (ACP) as part of 
talks on new trade pacts - a move 
that would have a direct affect on 
Portugal’s former colonies in 
Africa and the Far East. 

The EU’ s executive arm and 
the 7 8-nation ACP group are in 
the midst of tough negotiations 
to agree new trade agreements, 
which they are struggling to 
conclude before the end of the 
year. 

The EU’ s new offer would lift 
all quotas and tariffs on ACP 
goods entering Europe as soon as 
an agreement is signed by both 
parties, while rice and sugar 
would be phased in over time. 

The offer would not cover 


South Africa which the Commis- 
sion said produces “a number of 
globally competitive products”. 

Currently, already 97 percent 
of EU imports from ACP coun- 
tries do not face tariffs or quotas 
or only at very low levels. 

“Trade and development for 
ACP countries is about much 
more than just access to the Eu- 
ropean market,” EU Trade Com- 
missioner Peter Mandelson told 
reporters. 

“But by removing all remain- 
ing tariffs and quotas from all 
African, Caribbean and Pacific 
countries we will create the best 
possible opportunities for these 
economies,” he added. 

The ACP group, made up 
mostly of former European colo- 
nies, has benefited from prefer- 
ential access to the EU market 


since the signing of the Lome ac- 
cord in 1975. But other equally 
poor countries, mostly in Latin 
America, have contested the 
ACP’s preferential treatment 
and have won backing from the 
World Trade Organisation. 

In 200 1 , the world trade referee 
gave the EU until the end of this 
year to come up with a new frame- 
work that would be more com- 
patible with international rules of 
commerce. 

After their WTO defeat, the 
Europeans and ACP opened talks 
in 2002 for new so-called eco- 
nomic partnership agreements, 
which are being conducted by 
regions - eastern, central and 
southern Africa, the Caribbean 
and the Pacific. But with the 
year-end deadline looming, there 
is still a lot of work to be done. 
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Low cost, 
launched 

After two years of intense negotiations to seek out a product custom- 
designed to suit the needs of Portugai’s demanding expatriate 
community, comes news that Worid Teiecom (WT) has iaunched a 
product that promises to take Portugai’s restrictive mobiie phone market 
by storm. 

OneFone, according to WT, is 
primarily designed to meet the 
needs of foreign residents in Por- 
tugal and to offer them greater 
mobility, with the added advan- 
tage of having bills and queries 
dealt with by English-speaking 
operators. 

OneFone is in effect a mobile 
phone, but one that can be car- 
ried anywhere in the country 
with costs remaining unchanged 
and charges less than half the fee 
Portugal’s three mobile opera- 
tors demand for making calls to 
fixed lines. 

Using a new network built to 
American mobile phone stand- 
ards at a cost of €200 million, 

OneFone claims it can cut mobile 
phone bills by up to an average 
of 75 percent. 

It also presents itself as a vi- 


able option to fixed phone opera- 
tors, especially in country areas 
where telephone infrastructures 
are yet to be installed, and among 
those who prize mobility at mini- 
mal rates. 

A call to a fixed phone in the 
UK, Australia, South Africa or 
China, to name but a few, can cost 
as little as 10 cents a minute, 
whereas traditional mobile com- 
panies charge as much as €1 .37 a 
minute to an international loca- 
tion. 

However, WT are headlining 
the promotional material of their 
new product by terming it “The 
low cost, no frills mobile”, which 
raises the question among dubi- 
ous consumers, as to what ‘frills’ 
are being lost should they opt to 
switch over to OneFone. 

‘Low costs’ appear to come at 


a less tangible cost, but only for 
customers who require a mobile 
phone that does not offer them 
Internet access. 

Individuals who regard their 
phones as a fashion accessory 
will be disappointed to learn that 
they have only one phone to 
choose from. 

Coverage is still not on a par 
with the other mobile operators, 
encompassing 90 percent of the 
population, as opposed to the 95 
percent offered by other net- 
works. 

But one major advantage is 
that those calling a OneFone tel- 
ephone will pay the same rate 
they would when making a call to 
a fixed telephone.

EC endorses €3 8m 
aid for Portucel paper 
production plant 



The European Commission has authorised, under EC Treaty state aid 
ruies, tax reductions worth €38 miiiion, which the Portuguese Government 
intends to give to the company, ‘About the Future’, a subsidiary of the 
Portucei Soporcei group, for the creation of a new production piant for 
uncoated woodfree paper in Setubai. 


The Commission’ s investiga- 
tion found the aid to be compat- 
ible with the Single Market, as it 
met the requirements of the re- 
gional aid guidelines and the rules 
for regional aid for large invest- 
ment projects. 

Competition Commissioner 
Neelie Kroes said: “I am pleased 
to approve aid for this relevant in- 
vestment in the paper production 


sector in Europe, which will con- 
tribute to regional developmentand 
job creation in Portugal without 
unduly distorting competition.” 
The investment project, which 
is spread over 5 years (2006- 
2010), is aimed at setting up a 
new plant for the production of 
uncoated woodfree paper in the 
region of Setubai. The new plant 
will have a total capacity of 500, 


000 tons per year, involving eli- 
gible costs of approximately 
€542 million, and an aid amount 
of around €37.95 million. The 
project is expected to create 
around 180 new jobs in Setubai, 
a disadvantaged area with a GDP 
per capita of 60.8% of the EU- 
25 average, eligible for regional aid 
for the development of certain 
economic areas. 


Exports to Mozambique 
up 14 percent 

Portugal’s exports to Mozambique increased in value by 14 percent last year to reach a 
value of 73 million euros, with infrastructure projects being developed by Portuguese 
firms in the African state worth a further 100 million euros, according to official figures. 


Portugal’s sales of goods 
and services to its former 
southeast African colony have 
been growing steadily since 
2004, after falling for several 
previous years. The largest 
single item in Lisbon’ s export 
basket to Mozambique is ma- 


chinery and equipment (14 per- 
cent), worth some 10 million 
euros in 2006. 

Imports from Mozambique to 
Portugal showed a shght decrease 
last year to a value of 29 million 
euros compared to 32 million 
euros a year earlier. 


Separately, Mozambique’s 
earnings from sugar exports last 
year reached around 48 million 
euros, the highest value recorded 
since 1973, when the African 
state was still a Portuguese 
colony, according to official 
Maputo figures. TPN/Lusa

Microsoft to be paid ‘a mere 
pittance’ by rivals 

The European Commission is to force Microsoft to hand over what the US software 
giant claims is sensitive and valuable technical information regarding its Windows 
operating system for “a mere pittance”, the AFP news agency said last week. 


The world’s biggest soft- 
ware producer is required to li- 
cense the technical information 
to competitors under the terms 
of the Commission’s antitrust 
ruling issued three years ago. 

Brussels last month accused 
Microsoft of demanding exces- 
sive royalties from licences. 
The company is asking as much 
as 5.95 percent of companies’ 
server revenues to license the 
information. 

But the AFP said a confi- 
dential statement of objec- 
tions from the Commission 


“makes clear that Microsoft 
will at best be allowed to levy a 
tiny fraction of the royalties it 
is demanding”. 

“Brussels hopes the order will 
allow rivals to design server soft- 
ware that runs more smoothly 
with Windows,” AFP reported. 

Three Microsoft rivals - IBM, 
Sun and Oracle - have reviewed 
the group’s pricing scheme and 
concluded its price demands are 
excessive. 

“The prices charged by 
Microsoft are prohibitive and 
would not allow rivals to develop 


products that would be viable 
from a business perspective,” 
AFP quoted the Commission’ s 
charge sheet as saying. 

A Microsoft spokesman 
told AFP: “Microsoft will re- 
spond to the latest statement of 
objections in full by April 23"*^. 
We beheve we are in compliance 
with the March 2004 decision 
and that the terms on which we 
have made the protocols avail- 
able are reasonable and non-dis- 
criminatory”. 

The European Commission 
declined to comment AFP said.

Hundreds of residents from 
the Chelas neighbourhoods 
united in protest earlier this 
week to demand the closure 
of the Dorn Pedro IV 
Foundation, to whom the 
management of two Chelas 
social quarters comprising 
1,41 5 apartments was 
recently awarded. 

Behind the residents discon- 
tent is the foundation’ s intention 
to increase rental payments, 
something that for many of the 
poor families residing in the 
quarters will be an impossibil- 
ity. 

Previously under the direction 
of the IGAPHE institute - In- 
stitute for Management and sale 
of the State’ s Real Estate - the 
Loios and Amendoeiras neigh- 
bourhoods are home to under- 
privileged families who previ- 
ously paid monthly rent as low 
as €40. 

The Dom Pedro IV institute 
is now looking to raise the 
monthly fees to €300 - €350, 
enraging hundreds of inhabit- 
ants in the process. 

Police figures say some 500 
Chelas residents took to the 
streets in protest this Tuesday, 
though the organisers say more 
than 2000 people united in the 
demonstration. 

Residents also complain 
about the buildings’ lack of 
structural safety and mainte- 
nance. 

Non-existent fire preventing 
equipment, and incorrectly in- 
stalled elevators are just two 
more reasons that the residents 
criticise the government and the 
Dom Pedro Eoundation of bad 
management of both the quar- 
ters and of their finances. 


Theatre with long history 
un(jer threat 


How many people have 
passed that discreet door on the 
comer of the Rua da Estrela and 
wondered what goes on there? 
Estrela Hall, says the sign above 
the door but apart from that not 
a hint of what goes on inside. A 
kind of a church hall, you might 
guess from the name. . . and from 
its neighbours, the English 
church, the cemeteries - British 
(and Jewish), and the old British 
Hospital. 

In fact, of course, it is a thea- 
tre, and one with a long and oddly 
illustrious history. It opened its 
doors as a theatre in 1 947 and has 
beenhome to well over 250 Eng- 
lish language theatre productions 
as well as concerts, poetry read- 
ings, and productions by visiting 
companies. Its location owes 
something to the fact that the 
Estrela site was originally do- 
nated by Queen Maria I for the 
burial of defunct Protestants and 
Jews in the late 1 8* century: the 
areaaroundLargo do Rato and the 
Jardim de Estrela was popular 
with foreigners up to the 1 960s, 
after which they decamped to the 
suburbs along the line. During the 
Second W orld War the building 
was used by the British Em- 
bassy as a cinema to show Allied 
propaganda films to the neutral 
Portuguese. The theatre has 
changed in line with the 
demographics: up to the 60s the 
theatre was a sort of cultural and 
social centre for the largely (but 
by no means exclusively) British 
community that was based in the 
area. As they moved away the 
theatre, despite moments of cri- 
sis as it started to lose its audi- 
ence and artistic base, has had to 
redefine itself. While it still con- 
forms to its original brief of per- 
formingintheEnghshlanguageit 
has become more international, 
more Portuguese and certainly 
less British. This change is no- 
where expressed as strongly as 
in its audiences : the last audience 
survey carried out in the late 90s 
showed that 70% of the audi- 
ences were now Portuguese. The 
theatre was the home for a while 
of the famed Amelia Rey 
Cola 90 -Robles Monteiro com-

In return it gained an esti- 
mated €220,000 and freed up 
over ten kilometres of parking 
for others.

Squid 

disappearing 
from the 
Algarve coast 


It is a little known fact that 
squid which is caught off the 
Algarve coastline is considered 
the best in the world. It is an- 
other little-known fact that it is 
rapidly disappearing, raising 
concerns andjeopardising hun- 
dreds of fishermen and their 
livelihoods. 

Last year, less than half of the 
quantity of squid in comparison 
to 2005 was caught, with figures 
falling from seven tonnes to un- 
der three tonnes. 

This has raised the alarm for 
over 1 000 fishermen, for whom 
squid fishing is their main 
source of income. It is also esti- 
mated that more than 300 boats 
will be put out of use. 

However, the main concern is 
that the squid will eventually be- 


come extinct, given the rate it is 
diminishing at. 

The Regional Fishermen’s 
Association is now looking to 
the government for help, or for 
an alternative. 

According to a spokesper- 
son, in other countries, when a 
particular fishing season dries 
up, those depending on the fish- 
ing for income receive subsidi- 
aries to tide over difficult times. 

This is a proposition the Al- 
garve Regional Association is 
looking for, though, as yet, has 
had no answer from a govern- 
mental body. 

Other suggestions include a 
complete ban on fishing for 
squid during longer periods, and 
heavy fines for those who catch 
squid that is not fully-grown. 


Beach-goers at ‘risk’ over 
lack of lifeguards 


Of the 160 lifeguard stations 
along the Algarve ’ s beaches, only 
an estimated 1 00 are presently in 
active service, leaving numerous 
beaches unprotected despite the 
increasing number ofbeach-goers. 

Those with beach concession 
businesses are also suffering with 
the lack of professionals as laws 
forbid beach paraphernalia, such 
as sun lounges or umbrellas, to be 
rentedunless protected by a quali- 
fied lifeguard. 

According to a spokesperson 


for regional lifeguards, one of the 
main problems appears to be that 
not many professionals are will- 
ing to sit “from 09h00 until 1 9h00 
and stare at the sea, for just €700 a 
month, for six months. More than 
that can be made by working in a 
restaurant”. On a national scale 
there are an estimated 5000 pro- 
fessionally trained lifeguards for 
350 kilometres of Portuguese 
coast. It is hoped that all lifeguard 
stations will be up-and-running 
by the end of May. 


Quake shakes the Algarve again 


An earthquake measuring 3 . 6 
on the Richter scale rumbled the 
region earlier this week though 
no damage or injuries were re- 
ported. 

The quake’s epicentre was 
registered 20 kilometres out to 
sea Southeast from Cabo de Sao 
Vicente and took place at ap- 


proximately 20h46 on Tues- 
day, April 10*. 

It was mainly felt in Vila do 
Bispo, Lagos and Portimao. 

Spokespersons for the Insti- 
tute of Metrology, who moni- 
tor Portugal’s seismic activity, 
have classified the occurrence 
as “normal”.

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An alleged act of sabotage to a 
Faro tourist train that resulted 
in the toppling of one of the 
train’ s carriages and subsequent 
injury to a passenger is being in- 
vestigated by Faro police. 

The incident took place ear- 
lier this week near the Largo da 
Se, in front of the Episcopal 


building. 

Comprising three-carriages, 
the train visits Faro’s most 
popular sights and monuments 
and travels at a maximum speed 
of 1 0 kilometres per hour. 

Owned by Delgaturis, com- 
pany officials have said the in- 
cident was an act of vengeance 


carried out by ex-employees, 
who were released from their po- 
sitions as driver, for not fitting the 
profile as their contracts were 
about to become binding. 

According to a company di- 
rector it is believed that a screw 
that holds two carriages together 
was removed, as “the screw is 


held in place by two safety bolts 
and no amount of manoeuvring 
would make it loose. Fact is that 
the screw was not there”. 

Even though most of the pas- 
sengers escaped the incident un- 
harmed, a 50-year-old Dutch 
tourist was taken to Faro hos- 
pital due to back problems. 


Wrongly pardoned criminal 
captured in Portimao 


A business man who was er- 
roneously given a presidential 
pardon from a prison sentence 
last year was captured this week 
at Portimao ’ s Retail Park after an 
international arrest warrant was 
issued after he apparently fled 
Portugal three months ago. 

According to police reports, 
the businessman had entered 
Portugal hours earlier after three 
months of being on the run, and 
was in fact only passing through. 
His final destination is suspected 
to have been Southern Spain. 

Despite being out of Portugal, 
officials say the businessman’s 
movements were constantly be- 
ing monitored. 

It is thought that Americo 


Pereira Mendes had returned to 
Portugal to “finalise a business 
deal”. 

He was the target of two arrest 
warrants, one European and the 
other issued by an Evora court, 
to complete a previous prison 
sentence of four years and six 
months for swindling and abus- 
ing trust. 

A second six-month prison 
sentence was issued last year, for 
which the President of the Re- 
public pardoned the business- 
man on December 22“^^, 2006. 

President Cavaco Silva was 
reportedly unaware of the man ’ s 
previous sentencing and wrongly 
pardoned his term, a blunder that 
caused an uproar and embarrass- 


ment within the Justice Ministry 
and the President’ s office. 

Americo Pereira Mendes is 
presently being held in Faro 


prison until his transfer to the 
Pinheiro da Cruz prison in 
Grandola where he will serve out 
the rest of his term.

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Israel’s dilemma 

■ Late last month the Arab League declared in 
Riyadh that all 22 Arab countries are still 
ready for peace with Israel if it withdraws from 
allthe Arab lands that it seized inthe 1967 
war and agrees to a just solution for the 
Palestinian refugees. It is a measure of their 
panic as they calculate the psychological 
impact of a forthcoming US withdrawal from 
Iraq (which will emerge as the first Shia-ruled 
Arab country in eight centuries), and the 
likelihood that western Iraq will become a 
Sunni Arab rump state dominated by fanatical 
Islamists. 


The Riyadh offer essentially 
repeats a proposal for a compre- 
hensive peace settlement that 
the Arab League first made five 
years ago at a summit in Beimt. 
At that time it was completely 
ignored by Israel, as Ariel 
Sharon was the Israeli prime 
minister in 2002 and had no in- 
terest in trading land for peace. 
He is gone now, but it is still very 
unusual in the diplomatic world 
to make the same offer again at 
a later date. It looks too much 
like begging. Why did they do it? 

This is not a particularly good 
time to talk about peace to Is- 
rael, for Sharon’s successor, 
Ehud Olmert, is gravely weak- 
ened by cormption scandals and 
the perceived failure of his war 
against Lebanon last summer. 
He is in no position politically to 
propose returning to Israel’s 
pre- 1 967 borders, i.e. giving the 
entire West Bank and East Je- 
rusalem to the Palestinians, and 
returning the Golan Heights to 
Syria, even if he were person- 
ally inclined to do so. 

Olmert is even less likely to be 
interested in trying to sell Israeli 
voters on the Arab demand that 
Palestinian refugees and their 
descendants be allowed to return 
to their original homes within 
what is now Israel if they wish. 
No doubt he could negotiate a 
deal in which only token numbers 
of refugees returned if he were 
willing to yield on those other 
points, but it is as important sym- 
bolically in Israeli politics that 
NONE of the Palestinians 
whose families were driven out 
of what is now Israel in 1 948 be 
allowed to return as it is to Pal- 
estinians that they ALL be per- 
mitted to. 

The Arab League’s real rea- 
son for bringing up the Beirut of- 
fer again last month was that a 
number of key members are wor- 
ried about the security of their 
own regimes after US forces in 
Iraq give up and go home. A few 
countries with large Shia 
populations worry a bit about 


their loyalty, but the big concern 
everywhere is that Sunni Islam- 
ist extremists have gained im- 
mensely in prestige and popular 
support across the Arab world 
because of their performance 
against the American occupa- 
tion forces in Iraq. 

In virtually every Arab state, 
the main opposition to the re- 
gime is Sunni Islamists, and in 
many of them the relationship 
is already one of suppressed 
civil war. The American inva- 
sion of Iraq utterly destabilised 
the region — as King Abdullah 
II of Jordan warned in July, 
2002, “All ofus are saying, ‘Hey, 
United States, we don’t think 
this is a very good idea’” — and 
US defeat in Iraq is 
destabilising it even further. In 
Syria, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
some of the smaller Gulf states, 
the countries nearest to the epi- 
centre of the upheavals, and 
even in Egypt, there are grave 
concerns about Islamist coups, 
uprisings, or even full-scale 
revolutions. 

So now would be a good time 
to win the regimes some credit 
by doing a peace deal with Is- 
rael that creates a proper Pales- 
tinian state in the Israeli-occu- 
pied territories and lets at least a 
few refugees go home while 
compensating the rest. How- 
ever, the very vulnerability that 
now persuades Arab regimes to 
revive this proposal automati- 
cally makes it less attractive to

Israelis. How can they be sure 
that the Arab regimes they make 
the deal with will actually sur- 
vive long enough to make such a 
deal worthwhile? 

Aluf Benn of the newspaper 
“Ha’ aretz” put it plainly about 
a year ago: “Israel could always 
do business with Arab dictators; 
(they were) a barrier protect- 
ing it from the rage of the ‘Arab 
street’. That was the basis of 
the peace agreements with 
Egypt and Jordan (and with) 
Yasser Arafat and his 
heirs... but those days are over. 
Henceforth Israel will have to 
factor into its foreign policy 
something it has always ignored 
— Arab public opinion.” 

Indeed, Israel may soon have 
to deal with more regimes that 
fully reflect the “rage of the 
Arab street,” as it is already 
dealing with (or rather, failing 
to deal with) the Islamists of 
Hamas, freely elected in the 
Palestinian occupied territories 
over a year ago. Such govern- 
ments would not be interested 
in making new peace agree- 
ments with Israel, or even in 
maintaining existing ones. 

So the quite genuine offer of 
the Arab League will be ignored, 
not just because the current Is- 
raeli government wants to hold 
onto most of the settlements, but 
because no Israeli government 
would accept the deal the Arab 
League is offering unless it could 
be sure that its key partners on 
the other side were capable of 
carrying out their part of the 
deal. It cannot be sure of that 
anymore. The repercussions of 
the Iraq fiasco are just begin- 
ning to unfold, and nobody know 
what the Middle East will look 
like five years from now.

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Summer sneezes and sniffles 



With the pollen count rising, we take a look at hay fever symptoms and 
remedies, and ask why it’s on the increase. 


THE SCIENCE BEHIND THE 
SNEEZES 

Hay fever happens when a per- 
son has an allergy to pollen. Typi- 
eallythis is grass pollen -95% of 
people with the eondition reaet to 
grass in particular. 

Pollen in the air can irritate the 
surface of the nose, throat, and 
mouth, so your body thinks it is 
being attacked and reacts accord- 
ingly. It will produce a variety of 
chemicals, including histamine, 
which cause the symptoms we 
know and hate. 

It’s been suggested by re- 
searchers that the allergic reaction 
is caused by a lack of exposure to 
harmful allergic substances early 
on in life, as well as a lack of anti- 
oxidants. Poor diet has also been 
touted as a cause, and longer, hot- 
ter summers mean people now 
suffer for a more sustainedperiod. 

T o add to the misery, more and 
more fields of aggressively polli- 
nating plants such as oil seed rape 
are now being sown earlier, bring- 
ing on symptoms prematurely. 



When the clocks went forward 
a few weeks ago Portuguese sum- 
mer time began, and already, as 
the first signs of proper sunshine 
arrive, people up and down the 
country are flocking to parks and 
beaches to soak up the balmy 


warmth. Unfortunately it won’t 
be picnics in the park and week- 
ends in the country for everybody 
this spring. For many, the sight of 
blossom on the trees and flowers 
in bloom fills them with dread. 
Spring for some simply means 


hay fever and all the bunged-up 
sniffles that go with it. It’s a sur- 
prisingly common problem - 
some 1 5 million Brits are affected 
by the condition, and the numbers 
are rising. But what is it and how 
does it work? 


THE SYMPTOMS 

According to NHS Direct, 
common symptoms of hay fever 
include frequent sneezing, amnny 
or blocked nose, itchy or watery 
eyes, and an itchy throat, mouth, 
nose or ears. In rarer cases, the ef- 
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fects can become more serious, 
and sufferers may experienee loss 
of smell, faee pain (caused by 
blocked sinuses), sweats andhead- 
aches. Some people aren’t even 
aware they are sufferers - the 
strength of symptoms varies from 
patient to patient and many peo- 
ple are more sensitive to one par- 
ticular pollen compared to others . 

Professor Jean Emberlin from 
theNational Pollen and Aerobiol- 
ogy Research Unit says the prob- 
lemisbecomingmore widespread. 
“There has been a definite increase 
in people getting hay fever for the 


first time last year, with the pol- 
len count being so exceptionally 
high,” she says. 

This year is building up to be as 
pollen-heavy as last year, so it’s 
important to be prepared earlier. 
Sometimes a simple skin test is 
needed to find out exactly what 
you are reacting to, but normally 
hay fever is diagnosed solely on 
symptoms, and thanks to its tim- 
ing is easily spotted. 

“If you’re at all unsure whether 
you have hay fever or not, go and 
see a doctor, especially ifyou have 
any history of asthma and eczema 
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in your family,” advises GP Dr 
Carol Cooper. 

British Allergy Foundation 
agrees: “There isareeognisedlink 
between hay fever and asthma so 
you need to monitor it. A lot of 
people who go on to develop 
asthma have nasal problems but 
they don’t reeognise it, they just 
think, ‘Oh, I seem to go from one 
eold to another’ , but in faet they’re 
suffering from rhinitis - which 
gives you the drippy nose in hay 
fever.” 

BLESS YOU 

Hay fever for most is more of a 
temporary nuisance than any- 
thing else andcannormallybekept 
under control quite easily. Over- 
the-counter hay fever medicine is 
the biggest growing market in 
pharmacies, with over £80 million 
sales in the past year in Britain 
alone, and there is a huge range to 
choose from. 

Antihistamine tablets are the 
most common and cheapest 
method of dealing with hay fever. 
They fight most of the symptoms, 
but generally do not help with 
nasal congestion or stuffiness. 


Tablets can cause drowsiness - 
those that don’t tend to be less 
efficient and weaker. Antihista- 
mine nasal sprays are also on sale 
for a quicker fix, and are available 
without prescription. 

There are also eye drops to re- 
lieve itching, and for more serious 
cases you can even get steroid in- 
j ections that get rid of symptoms 
for a time, but this is normally 
only done at especially important 
times in life suchasexamperiods, 
and doesn’t provide a permanent 
solution. 

Steroid drops and nasal sprays 
are more efficient than normal eye 
drops and antihistamine sprays, 
but tend to require use a few 
weeks before the hay fever sea- 
son begins - regular use is neces- 
sary but also very expensive. Pre- 
scriptions aren’t always needed, 
but the most useful brands do re- 
quire them. 

PREVENTION IS BETTER 
THANACURE 

:: Keep an eye on the pollen 
count. Most weather services also 
watch the amount ofpollen in the 
air and will tell you how good the 
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day is going to be for those af- 
fected by the allergy. 

:: Large, wrap-around sun- 
glasses will help prevent pollen 
reachingyour eyes. And as it’ s sum- 
mer, you won’t look like a poser. 

: : Hoover your home regularly 
with a hospital-grade vacuum 
cleaner, make sure there aren’t any 
fresh flowers around and keep 
windows shut if possible. 

: : Smoking can irritate sufferers 
and aggravate symptoms. Pet hair 
can also be an irritant, so try and 
keep animals out of bedrooms. 

: : Unfortunately, avoiding 
parks and large grassy areas will 
help, and keep away from that 
lawnmower - get someone else to 
cut the grass for you! 

: : Be careful driving. Excessive 
sneezing on the roads is areal dan- 
ger - it forces drivers to shut their 
eyes and distracts them from the 
road.

As well as bumping into his old friend, the Doctor, accompanied 
by Martha, returns to New Earth, which is a far grittier place than he remembers. 
He also meets a cat-like creature, spaceship pilot Thomas Kincade Brannigan, and 
his wife, Valerie, before encountering danger. Ardal O’Hanlon guest stars in this 
episode, the 727th of the Doctor Who cannon, making it the world’s longest-running 
sci-fi series and beating the previous record set by the Star Trek franchise.

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Reap the benefits of crop rotation 



Anyone who had success with a first-time vegetabie patch last 
year should now be preparing for crop rotation this season. 


Many vegetables don’t like 
being grown in the same place 
two years running because the 
nutrients they need from the soil 
have been so depleted. Crop ro- 
tation also prevents a build up of 
pests and diseases in the soil. 

Some crops, such as potatoes 
and squashes, can suppress 
weeds, minimising problems for 
following crops. Crop rotation 
enhances soil fertility, as differ- 
ent crops have different soil re- 
quirements and benefits. 

Changing crops from year to 


year minimises deficiencies and 
allows the soil to replenish. Al- 
ternating between deep-rooted 
and fibrous-rooted crops also 
improves soil structure. 

As each vegetable group is 
prone to the same disease and at- 
tracts the same pests, it makes 
sense to rotate them each year. 
Groups should be moved around 
in sequence so they don’t return 
to the same spot for at least three 
years. 

Divide your vegetables for ro- 
tating into groups: potatoes, leg- 


umes, brassicas and roots. The 
potato family includes potatoes, 
aubergine, peppers, tomatoes 
and chilli. Roots include carrots, 
Florence fennel and parsley; 
brassicas include Brussels 
sprouts, broccoli, cabbage, cau- 
liflower, kale, pak choi, rocket, 
cabbage, swede, turnip and kohl- 
rabi, while legumes consist of the 
pea and bean family. 

Different crops have different 
nutrientrequirements. Ifyouhave 


four areas, two should be given 
manure or compost each year, 
while the other two should be 
limed to make them alkaline. In 
alternate years each plot should 
receive the other treatment to help, 
to keep the soil pH balanced. 

In the first year grow potatoes 
on the manured ground, in the 
second year, the same patch 
should be suitable for roots 
which prefer a light soil on the 
alkaline side, so you may need to 
add lime if the pH is low. 

In year three manure the plot 
again and move the legumes there. 
Peas and beans take nitrogen out 
of the air and store it in their roots, 
which are left in the soil after har- 
vest. The nitrogen will suit the 
brassicas well, which should be 
put in in year four. 

Of course you can add other 
vegetable families to your four 
plots. Plant beets and onions 
with your roots, as they don’t 
need rich soil. Put cucumbers into 
rich soil with the legumes. Let- 
tuces can slot in almost any- 
where, while artichokes are per- 
ennial so they will need a perma- 
nent position. 

Fruiting vegetables, the squash 
family and salads can be fitted in 
with any of the groups. How- 
ever, some mixed cropping in the 
vegetable garden can prove un- 
fruitful if you plant from differ- 
ent families within the same bed. 
For example, don’t plantcabbage 
with onions or tomatoes with 
fennel. 

Other vegetable neighbours, 
which seem to make good com- 
panions include leeks and car- 
rots, marrows and green beans 
and peas and sweetcorn.

For pots of bright spring col- 
our and fragrance, choose hya- 
cinths. Place them near your pa- 
tio door or on a wall at nose level 
so you can breath in their won- 
derful scent each time you pass. 
The leafless flower stalks which 
bear oblong masses of star-faced 
bells come in a range of colours, 
from white to orange, to pink, 
deep purple and everything in- 
between. The most popular is the 
Dutch hyacinth, H. orientalis, 
and good varieties include the 


deep blue ‘Ostara’ and ‘JanBos’, 
which is red. 

As compact bedding or con- 
tainer plants they enjoy a long 
flowering period and bulbs 
should be planted in September 
and October, adding well-rotted 
compost to the soil before plant- 
ing. They thrive in sun or light 
shade. It’ s best to leave them af- 
ter flowering and let the foliage 
die down, before storing them in 
peat until planting time comes 
along again.

What’s in Store 

Garden centres continue to have plants that are mostly in 
flower. As we have mentioned before, it is essential to acclima- 
tise them to your area before planting out as many may have 
been grown in sheltered conditions. Before planting make sure 
that the root ball is soaked in a container of water and then plant 
in a well prepared hole causing as little disturbance as possible to 
the roots, and ‘water in’ . W ater must be given on a frequent basis 
until the plant has become well established after which time the 
plants must be inspected at least weekly to see if they are wilting 
under the very hot conditions and need supplementary care. 

» Lantana camera is a fast growing shrub that can be seen in 
many different, especially cultivated colours throughout the 
spring, summer and autumn months. These range from white, 
yellow and pink through to the more common bi-colour red and 
yellow that due to our proximity to Spain, is often referred to as 
the ‘ Spanish Flag’ . It requires a rich, well drained soil mixture in 
full sun and may need frequent pruning back during the growing 
season as it is a vigorous growing shrub that can attain a height 
and spread of one to two metres. It needs the protection of a 
deep mulch during very frosty periods as it can be cut back se- 
verely if the temperature drops below freezing. During the very 
extreme temperature drop some years ago ours were cut to ground 
level but with the exception of a one year old yellow one that had 
not become fully established they all recovered rapidly. 

» Lavandula stoechas with its slightly fragrant dark purple 
flowers and its crowning of coloured bracts is the French Laven- 
der of our Portuguese countryside, but many of those that are 
now sold in the garden centres have a selection of beautiful flower 
colours that have been produced from years of careful selection. 
They attain a height and spread of around 60cm and need to be 
grown in a fertile but well drained soil mixture in full sun. They 
are hardy but it is advisable in regions of Portugal where ex- 
tremely cold conditions are experienced to give them some win- 
ter protection. 

» Convolvulus cneorum is another low growing shrub that 
attains a height of 60cm with a spread of about 90cm. It has typical 
funnel shaped white flowers with yellow centres that are about 
4cm across and produced amongst the silvery foliage during the 
spring and summer months . It needs a fertile well drained soil mix- 
ture in full sun, but does need protection during colder winter con- 
ditions if the temperature is likely to drop below freezing.

I have a tiled floor to take 
up, should I usea normal 
chisel? 

Invest in a bolster chisel, 
which is made for heavy-duty 
jobs like this and has a thick, 
wide blade. One with a guard 
on is the safest option.

Obscured View 


We live north of Lisbon near 
Odivelas in the villa of Ramada. 
The apartment we rent has a 
gorgeous view overlooking Lis- 
bon. From our veranda just off 
the living room we can see Cristo 
Rei and the April 25* Bridge off 
in the distance. We can see the 
Benfica and Sporting stadiums 
and look out over the gentle hills 
around Lisbon. Though we 
haven ’ t tried it, with binoculars 
or a telescope, we could prob- 
ably check out the traffic flow 
downintheLumiarorontheEixo 
Norte- Sul. 

Each morning as I leave and 
go to work just a few blocks 
from our home I am greeted by 
an equally amazing view from 
the veranda there. Here the 
view extends a bit farther east 
and takes in the V asco de Gama 
bridge, several tunnels, and 
planes taking off and landing at 
the airport. It is a treat both at 
home and at work to be able to 
see the Lisbon skyline, over the 
tops of hills and hundreds of 
thousands of clay rooftops. 
We’ve photographed many a 
sunrise and sunset from these 
verandas and never tire of the 
beauty we are able to enjoy ei- 
ther by day or by night as we 
watch the city lights wink at us 
from far below the hill where we 
live. It is a wonderful location 
from which to view the New 
Y ear’ s fireworks displayed all 
over Greater Lisbon. 

This past week a fog settled 
overmuch of Lisbon, obscuring 
our beautiful view. The far off 


monuments and landmarks have 
sometimes been completely hid- 
den. The fog is so thick that we 
cannot even see the clay rooftops 
ofthe closestneighboringhomes. 
We can barely see the street that 
passes right by our home. Driv- 
ing the fewblocks to worki could 
not even see as far ahead as the 
next comer. 

Though our view of Lisbon is 
temporarily obscured by the 
fog, we know it will return. Lis- 
bon is still there whether we are 
able to see it or not. No one 
moved it during the night. How 
like God in our lives. We have 
His promise that He will never 
leave or forsake His children. 
(Hebrews 13:5) When times are 
tough and we are experiencing 
great sorrow or difficulty in our 
lives, God sometimes seems far 
away. We feel as though we can- 
not see or recognize His work in 
our lives. Is He still there or has 
He abandoned us? 

If you are God’s child, you 
can trust His promise to never 
leave you. If you are consist- 
ently stmggling with a feeling of 
emptiness and have never tmly 
sensed His presence in your life, 
it could be that you have never 
invited Him to become a perma- 
nent part of your life. He stands 
ready and waiting but will not 
force Himself on anyone.

Julie Andrews: An Intimate Biography

By Riehard Stirling, is pub- 
lished in hardbaek by Portrait. 

Writing a frank, unauthorised 
biography of an ieonie singer and 
actress such as Dame Julie An- 
drews could not have been easy 
for a self-confessed fan such as 
Richard Stirling, but he has done 
a good job. 

His book contains some sur- 
prising revelations about the girl 
who was bom in Walton-on- 


Thames in 1935. 

In some ways she really is like 
the bright and bossy nannies she 
played in the hit films Mary 
Poppins (1964) and The Sound 
Of Musie a year later. In others, 
she most certainly is not. 

It eomes as a jolt to learn that 
she is prone to remarkably strong 
language attimes, andisnotaverse 
to telling smutty jokes, although 
people who have eriticised her 
image for being too whole- 
some willprobably be relieved 
to get this news. 

Blessed with a powerful 
and golden singing voiee, her 
first big suecess was on stage, 
in the musieal The Boyfriend 
in 1 954. A few years later she 
was triumphant as Eliza 
Dolittle in the legendary stage 
musieal Mr Fair Lady, oppo- 
site Rex Harrison. 

There was an international 
uproar when Jack Warner, 
head of Warner Brothers, re- 
fused to sign her up for the 
film role. Instead, he chose 
Audrey Hepburn who, unlike 
Andrews at that time, was a 
leading film star. Hepburn’s 
singing voiee was not up to 


requirements and had to be 
dubbed. 

At about this time, Andrews 
seored her first film hit as the 
nanny in Walt Disney’s Mary 
Poppins, for which she got an 
Osear. She reached her apogee 
with her role as Maria in The 
Sound Of Musie, one of the most 
sueeessfril films of all time. It was 
a speetacular example of mass 
audienee appeal sweeping aside 
the erities, who had dismissed it 
seathingly for its sugary senti- 
mentality. 

In later decades, Andrews’ 
career took a downturn as she 
tried to broaden her acting range 
but she soldiered on and sinee the 
early 1990s has enjoyed a re- 
markable renaissanee. Although 
a throat operation left her singing 
voiee impaired, there seems now 
to have been a partial reeovery. 

For many years she and her 
husband, the direetor Blake 
Edwards, have divided their time 
between England and Ameriea, 
but to her huge and devoted 
following she will always be a 
quintessentially British super- 
star.

She added: "Being dyslexie is 
diffieult at the very beginning, 
but as you get older you learn to 
eope with it and I think if s great. " 

As with Hall's ehildren, dys- 
lexia ean be inherited - although 
this isn't always the ease and 
there are many dyslexie adults 
whose ehildren aren't affeeted. 

However, those whose ehil- 
dren are dyslexie might not be 
quite as positive as Hall about the 
eondition, whieh is thought to af- 
feet one in 1 0 people. 

If s a eombination of abilities 
and diffieulties that affeet the 
leamingproeess in reading, spell- 
ing and writing, with aeeompa- 
nying weaknesses ineluding 
problems with short-term 


memory, sequeneing and organi- 
sation, auditory and/ or visual per- 
eeption, spoken language and

confuses directional words like 
up/ down or in/ out, and has diffi- 
culty with sequences, like col- 
oured beads or days of the week. 
In addition, the child may fre- 
quently jumble phrases, forget 
the names of common objects, 
have difficulty learning nursery 
rhymes and rhyming words, and 
have late speech development. 


They may also have persist- 
ent difficulties in getting dressed 
and putting shoes on the correct 
feet, and may have trouble catch- 
ing, kicking or throwing a ball. 

At school they will have par- 
ticular difficulty with reading and 
spelling, putting letters and fig- 
ures the wrong way round, and 
leaving letters out of words or 
putting them in the wrong order. 

Nevertheless, if s a condition 
suffered by many high achiev- 
ers, including Sir Richard 
Branson, Sir Winston Churchill, 
T om Cmise and Keira Knightley . 

The British Dyslexia Associa- 
tion (BDA) believes this maybe 
because dyslexics have to work 
so hard to overcome their diffi- 
culties that they develop an ex- 
tra drive to succeed. 

"Dyslexia comes from the 
Greek meaning 'difficulty with 
words', although it also brings 
with it a number of strengths 
which canbe seen as a gift," says 
Vicki McNicol of the BDA. 
"Most dyslexic people are great 
communicators and have excel- 
lent interpersonal skills. " 

She says dyslexics can also be 
very creative and artistic, inno- 
vative, good lateral thinkers, ex- 
cellent trouble shooters and in- 
tuitive at problem solving. 

Because of its effect on read- 
ing and writing, dyslexia is often 
not spotted until a child starts

Dog shows in Portugal 



It has to be said that I am a 
complete novice at this dog 
show lark! I did the Bearded 
Collie Club ones in the UK, 
but never any of the big 
shows. 


Add to that my fumbling with 
the language and the whole expe- 
rienee at times is nerve racking. 
Stop the roller coaster I want to 
get off comes to mind quite often. 
It can, however, become addic- 
tive. It is an education and I think 
the most important factor has 
been all the wonderful people I 
have met. It is good now, nine 
months on, to actually recognise, 
and be recognised, by many of 
the Judges and other people who 
organise the rings and the shows. 
We have met lots of fantastic 
‘doggy’ people and some fabu- 
lous dogs. Everyone is so help- 
ful, many now seem to speak 
English even though they did not 
originally and this is helpful in the 
ring with gaining information. I am 
still completely lost while trying 
to keep up with the main ring 
commentaries during the after- 
noon, it is so fast I catch up min- 
utes later. This was especially 
amusing this last weekend when 
Merlin managed to win a second 
price in the group puppy, I was 
unaware until the lady arrived 
with my prize. I was just catch- 
ing up with the Cao de Agua 
Portugues when the lady arrived 
- very funny ! F or Merlin after his 
tough start that prize means so 
much and has pride of place in our 
lounge. I do now understand far 
more than I did and this really is a 
good way to learn. 

The shows we have been to 
always involve a crack of dawn 


start. Laura, Clare and their fam- 
ily take me, which is so wonder- 
ful of them. All shows seem to be 
Lisbon and North of Lisbon, so I 
get to see lots of the motorways, 
scenery and little else. They are 
usually held inside, in exposition 
halls. The noise level is high which 
is nerve racking for the timid dogs, 
my own included, the noise ob- 
viously echoes as the halls are so 
big. The noisiest of all the dogs 
invariably is the small ones, but 
the big ones have their say as well ! 
Finding the Halls is the first ex- 
citement, usually badly 
signposted, I hope that the sec- 
ond time around we will remem- 
ber them all. 

On arrival, first booking in, 
that has got easier part as we now 
knowwhatto do. Itjust gets com- 
plicated if we have not got the 
correct paperwork, then we all 
get confused. Next challenge is to 
find the ring, then set up camp. 
For ‘camp’ read carrying or 
wheeling all the cages from the 
car, unfolding them all, collecting 
all boxes containing dog showing 
paraphernalia and lastly collect- 
ing the dogs. Then with a bit of 
luck there is time to tidy up the 
dog, who has no doubt been sat 
in the car for 4 hours so looks 
nothing like the dog that was put 
in the car originally. Bearing in 
mind it takes three hours each dog, 
to get them prepared for a show, 
so six hours for me I 

Dashing around the ring. 


putting dogs into a ‘ stand’ for the 
judge and trying to work out the 
process has been, and still is, dif- 
ficult for me, but that is mainly 
because I had no experience of 
dog shows. I am learning at every 
show, from more experienced 
people who are prepared to pass 
on their knowledge. The system 
is the same as the UK, except that 
generally we do not get any ro- 
settes. Definitely the more 
shows we do the more we under- 
stand the system. The tension of 
getting through to the afternoon 
and the big rings grows as time 
passes, only to, invariably, be 
over fast, within minutes as the 
Judge cuts from about 40 to 1 0 in 
what seems like seconds! 

I have been very surprised by 
the ‘different’ look of some dogs, 
very surprised. Different ears 
being the most common, ears up 
instead of down which, even af- 
ter nine months, continues to 
bother me, but every country is 
different. It has been wonderful 
to see so many of my favourite 
breeds, the Bearded Collies and 
Old English Sheepdogs being the 
main ones. Both breeds in full 
thick coats in the middle of sum- 
mer. I usually end up drifting to- 
wards them, then find out that 
they are owned by French or 
Spanish people thus making my 
communication even more of a 
challenge. 

A quick update of the show at 
Moita last weekend. First our 
Cleo came into season on the Fri- 
day morning which put a stop to 
taking her anywhere, she is now 
in hibernation and we are having 
the fun of coping with a Merlin 
taking too much notice of her - so 
far we are coping without caging 
or kennelling him. Cleo is 16 
months old and this is her first 
season, so she is very late. It was, 
therefore, just Merlin that went 
to Moita. He coped very well 
without his Sister. He had his 
moments of ‘terror ’ , but generally 
he was very good. We spent a 
night in an Hotel and he was very 
good and slept on his blanket all 
night (yes OK on my bed I am 
afraid) . But I had expected him to 
bark at every sound he heard 
which he did not, so I was pleased 
about that. He got on very well, 
the Judges liked him, he won his 
cup and two cards andhe received 
lots of praise. So, it was a good 
weekend. 

The show circuit is in ‘over- 
drive’ at the moment with many 
shows, especially as the Water 
Trials are starting in a couple of 
weeks. It is a juggling act to fit in

The breed originated in Africa where they were caiied “African Hairiess Terriers.” They 
were kept as bed warmers by the ancient. They had an exceiient reputation as ratters 
and the Chinese trading ships stopped off in Africa on their routes, and it was there 
that they picked up these dogs. They renamed the dogs “Chinese Crested” and the 
name stuck. 

There are two varieties of this dog and you wouid be forgiven for thinking that they are 
different breeds. There is the “hairiess” which is baid except for fur on its paws 
(socks), taii (piume) and its head (crest); and then there is the “powder puff which has 
a iong soft coat aiong with its distinctive crest. The hairiess gene is the dominant trait 
but hairiess and powder puffs wiii be found in the same iitter. Both come in numerous 
coiours, either soiid, mixed or spotted aii over. 

They are a very affectionate breed, they are iiveiy, piayfui and cuddiy and good with 
chiidren, aithough chiidren shouid be taught to respect them and to piay gentiy with 
them. They are inteiiigent and aiert and puppies shouid be weii sociaiised and 
exposed to ioud noises when young to avoid potentiai timidity. They are generaiiy good 
with other pets. They are not barkers, but they iike to ciimb and dig hoies. 

They are very ciean, with no doggie odour and are not prone to fieas or ticks. Power 
Puffs need a iot more grooming. Daiiy brushing of the Powder Puff’s iong, fine, doubie 
coat is recommended. Bathe the Hairiess frequentiy and massage a iittie oii or cream 
into the skin to keep it suppie. These dogs shed iittie to no hair and are great for aiiergy 
sufferers.

Serves 10-12 

Prep time : 3 5 minutes to make, 
one hour to bake, plus chilling 
and cooling 

This is best served at room tem- 
perature and eaten the day it’s 
made. However, it will keep, cov- 
ered, in the fridge for up to two 
days. Bring the tart up to room 
temperature before serving. 
Ingredients: 

3 ripe (wrinkly) passion fruit 
Juice and finely grated zest of 
two large lemons 
6 medium eggs 
250g caster sugar 
142ml carton double cream 
For the pastry: 

1 75g plain flour, plus extra for 
dusting 

50g icing sugar, plus an extra 
3tbsp 


lOOg lightly salted butter, 
chilled and cubed, plus extra for 
greasing 

1 medium egg, separated 

To prepare: 

For the pastry, sift the flour, 
icing sugar and a pinch of salt into 
a food processor. Add the butter 
and whizz briefly until crumb- 
like. Mix the egg yolk with two 
teaspoons cold water, add to the 
flour mixture and pulse until the 
mixture comes together in a ball. 
Turn out onto a lightly floured 
surface and knead briefly until 
smooth. 

Roll out the pastry to a large, 
thin circle and use to line a lightly 
greased 25cm x 4cm deep loose- 
bottomed flan tin. Prick the base, 
put on a baking sheet and chill for 
20 minutes.

When 

governments 
refuse to act 

Silves Commandant Antonio Nunes and otherfire 
commandants across the Algarve were hopeful that the 
proposed changes to the financial and operational 
management of resources would have been legislated 
by the national government early in the New Year. 


It is now abundantly clear that 
the govemmenthas ruled “busi- 
ness as usual”. This means that 
the funding problems continue 
and the likelihood of the much 
needed ambulance replacement 
recedes, because the comman- 
dant has been told that ambu- 
lances older than four years are 
unacceptable for purchase and 
as up to now they have refused 
replacing the vehicle them- 
selves, he has to continue to 
manage as best he can. In the 
meantime other priorities 
emerge. 

The principal water tanker 
vehicle is unsuitable for rough 
terrain, i.e. forest fire work, so 
the commandant has devised a 
very resourceful solution. With 
the help of a private donor and 
the fund raising duo, €21,000, 
inch the fund raising share of 


€8 .500, has been spent on a sec- 
ond-hand off-road vehicle 
which will be modified by re- 
using the water tank from the 
existing truck - all by a friend of 
the bombeiros . Angela and Ray 
would like to thank everyone 
who has supported their ambu- 
lance fund raising appeal and 
take this opportunity to explain 
how circumstances have neces- 
sitated the change of focus. 

What is now required is for 
the government to provide the 
funds to convert the existing 
vehicle into one suitable as a 
water tanker for use in town, 
particularly as house fires are 
currently more frequent than 
previous years. We will have to 
see what action this government 
takes.

Following on a 74 page report by the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and Development’s (OECD) 
Working Group on Bribery in Portugal (see last week’s 
edition of The Portugal Newsj, comes news that police 
have made two arrests in connection with the findings of 
the survey. It has also emerged that police are on the verge 
of more arrests involving civil servants bribed by foreign 
companies who have set up business in Portugal on the 
back of European Union funds illicitly obtained. 


In the six months it took to draw 
up the report, members of the 
OECD Working Group on Brib- 
ery visited Lisbon, where they car- 
ried out their own investigations 
into five alleged cases of bribery 
concerning civil servants. Their 
findings led last week to the arrest 
of two unnamed government offi- 
cials, who have been charged with 
accepting bribes from foreign 
firms looking to set up in Portugal 
with the aid of EU grants. 

A foreword pubhshed in a sum- 
mary of the OECD report issued 
Monday, stated: “In recent years, 
corruption has become an impor- 
tant topic of public debate in Por- 
tugal, in the media and on the po- 
litical scene. Integrity of Portu- 
guese public officials has been the 
focus of growing public attention 
and perceived breach of integrity 
has sparked increased indignation 
in the Portuguese society”. 

Police in Lisbon have refused 
to issue the identities of the two 
civil servants presently under ar- 
rest, but have confirmed that court 
proceedings are expected to begin 
within three weeks. 

Unconfirmed reports indicate 
that Portugal’s law enforcement 
agencies are also carrying out an 
investigationintothreeforeignbusi- 
nesses suspected of offering bribes 
to Portuguese civil servants. 

Last week. The Portugal 


News revealed that the OECD 
wants Portugal to raise awareness 
offoreignbriberyinboththepubUc 
and private sector and be more 
proactive in detecting, investigat- 
ing and prosecuting cases of brib- 
ery of foreign public officials in in- 
ternational business transactions . 

The OECD said in the report 
that due to the wide range of Por- 
tugal’ s international trading part- 
ners, including countries where 
risk of corruption may be espe- 
cially high, more investigations 
and prosecutions of foreign brib- 
ery could be expected. 

Some main recommendations 
for Portugal made by the OECD 
were, that the country take meas- 
ures to disallow and forbid un- 
documented, confidential ex- 
penses in order to strengthen the 
tax administration’ s ability to de- 
tect bribes ; amend laws to ensure 
the effective prosecution of brib- 
ery of foreign officials, by estab- 
lishing a fully “autonomous defi- 
nition” of foreign officials that 
eliminates the need to define the 
foreign official’ s status according 
to the law in his or her own coun- 
try before pursuing the Portu- 
guese briber; give law enforcement 
authorities additional resources 
and training to proactively detect, 
investigate and prosecute foreign 
bribery offences and to develop 
effective prevention strategies.

It was a joke, told with com- 
plete joy, by the manager of the 
Shangri-La Hotel as we dined on 
the 36th floor of the five-star es- 
tablishment, gazing out over 
Sydney Harbour with its famil- 
iar features of the Harbour 
Bridge and Opera House. 

Of course, he couldhave added 


that an endless stream of fixtures 
at some of the world’s top 
sporting venues, festivals and 
cultural events added to the 
pleasure of life Down Under. 

But to be honest, just saying 
the word Sydney, and pointing 
to the view below, would have 
been enough to make any non- 


Aussiejealous. 

Tourism officials say there’s 
no place in the world like Syd- 
ney, and after spending a whirl- 
wind five days in the city, it’s 
hard to argue. 

I was lucky enough to experi- 
ence Virgin Atlantic’s Upper 
Class service, via Hong Kong, 




which started with a taxi from 
my house to the airport, contin- 
ued with a haircut at V irgin ’ s de- 
parture lounge before boarding 
the flight, and continued with a 
massage on the plane before col- 
lapsing on a flat bed, full of food 
and fine wine, in front of a choice 
of dozens of films and shows. 

Whether you like shopping, 
sightseeing, sunbathing, surfing, 
cycling, walking, eating or hold- 
ing live snakes, Sydney is sim- 
ply sensational. Well, apart 
from the snakes. 

The slimy creatures are 
among 130 species of animals in 
the newly opened Wildlife 
World, next to the Sydney 
Aquarium in bustling Darling 
Harbour. 

It features the world’ s largest 
variety of Australian flora and 
fauna under one roof, showing 
animals in their natural habitats, 
such as a Queensland rainforest 
full of tropical butterflies. 

Super furry animals on view 
include cuddly koalas and the 
most dangerous spider in the 
world - the Sydney funnel web. 

After walking on the wild 
side, I readily agreed to pack in 
another activity before the day 
was out, only to be told by my 
companions that we would be 
walking to the top of the Harbour 
Bridge. 

The guided climb over cat- 
walks, ladders and arches really 
does top other tours, offering an 
incredible 360-degree view of 
the harbour. 

The bridge, affectionately 


known as the Coathanger by lo- 
cals, is the largest and widest in 
the world - if s 1 34m above sea 
level, took eight years to build, 
opened in 1932 and has a team 
painting the structure all year 
round. 

These were just a few of the 
facts I remember being told by a 
guide as he led a group of eight 
of us along a walkway to the 
summit, where caution was 
thrown to the wind (which by 
now was quite strong) for a 


group photo, the Opera House 
way below. 

I was assured that the bridge 
climb had helped thousands of 
people overcome their fear of 
heights, and sure enough, I was 
amazed at how confidently I 
climbed to the summit, with lit- 
tle sign of nerves.

Portuguese runner banned after positive drug test 

The Portuguese Athletics Federation (FPA) has confirmed in a 
statement sent out last week that it had suspended long-distance 
runner Fernando Silva for two years for using the banned substance 
erithopoietine (EPO). 

The FPA said it had annulled all his results since December 4, 
when he tested positive for erithopoietine. The ruling means he 
loses the silver medal he won in Italy in a cross-country event. 

Fernando Silva’ s ban runs until January 17, 2009. He won Por- 
tugal’ s national cross-country championship in 2004 and 2005. 

Fernando Silva was a construction worker from the age of 14 
before a sudden rise to stardom to become one of Portugal’s top 
athletes. 

Windsurfing world championships coming to Algarve 

From April 30* to the 5* of May the Portimao Formula Grand 
Prix, an international event that unites the elite of worldwide 
windsurfers, will be taking place on Alvor beach in Portimao. 

Names includingcurrent World Windsurfing Champion Steve 
Allen (Australia) and European champion Ross Williams (UK) 
will join national stars such as Bruno Bertholo and Miguel Martinho 
to go head to head for the €20,000 cash prize. The event will be 
divided into four categories: male, female, youth and Masters. 

Vanessa Fernandes continues in Japan 

Star Portuguese tri-athlete V anessa Eernandes is looking to start 
a new streak when she heads to the second stop of the 2007 BG 
Triathlon World Cup series in Ishigaki, Japan. 

After her string of 12 straight World Cup wins ended in 
Mooloolaba, Australia, Eernandes aims to get back to her winning 
ways on Sunday April 15* in Japan. She is joined by three other 
Portuguese triathletes continuing on their road to the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics. A host of international athletes from 34 countries will 
also be there to compete for valuable Olympic qualifying points 
and US$ 100,000 prize money. Portuguese triathletes in the World 
Cup field include: V anessa Eernandes, current world number three, 
Anais Moniz, who is 2005 W orld Junior Champion and Bruno Pais, 
current world number 1 1 . 

Current world number one Brad Kahlefeldt and Emma Snowsill, 
both from Australia, will be in Ishigaki to test the classic 1,500- 
metre swim, 40-kilometre bike and 10-kilometre run course to try 
and keep their place at the top of the international rankings.

Benfica have failed to win for a second week running, allowing 
third-placed Sportingto move within apoint whilefalling three 
points adrift of leaders and defending champions FC Porto. 


After an embarrassing draw 
in Aveiro against Beira-Mar, 
Benfica have let EC Porto off 
the hook and allowed the Oporto 
club to move three points clear 
at the top of the table. 

The result could have been 
worse for the Lisbon club 
against the league’s bottom- 
placed club. 

A dubious penalty awarded 
for a foul on Simao Sabrosa in 
injury-time, which the Portu- 
guese international converted 
himself, allowed Benfica to 
leave Aveiro with a 2-2 draw 
and a point which means they 
are alone in second.
